Of 
this amoun t, $184.788.(8)0 would be wages an d 
salarie.s, I,in c*oln 's .share of this would be 
8 5 per c en t or $15.707.180. This would mean 
that Lin coln ’s payroll in creased $7,8.53,590 
in l)oth 19.58 an ci 19.59, on an average basis. 
This, of course, assumes that wages an d 
salaries in crease at the same rate as d oes 
total per.son al in come.

The Al Sarena Deal 


The public memory is short. But 
t h e 
even ts of the .Al Saren a in vestigation still 
rin g a bell with man y. 
It started d urin g the first years of the 
Eisen hower ad min istration when the Depart­ 
men t of In terior, un d er Douglas McKay, 
allowed a claim for 475 acres of the Rogue 
River Nation al Forest in Oregon . It han d ed 
the lan d to a two-brother-own ed Alabama 
corporation kn own as Al Saren a Min es, In c. 
The price was $2.375. 
The tract con tain ed an estimated quarter 
of a million d ollars worth of merchan table 
limber worth perhaps 100 times the price 
the compan y paid . 
The d efen se for this un con scien able d eal 
was that the compan y was n ot after the 
limber, but the min eral d ejiosits. Upon in ­ 
vestigation this story lackecl con viction , es­ 
pecially sin ce the In terior Departmen t had 
been mighty cavalier in the matter of ore 
an alysis an d based its jud gmen t mostly on 
a report han d ed in by the bid d in g corpo­ 
ration . 
The Al Saren a matter together w iih the In ­ 


terior Departmen t’s successful efforts 
in 
frustratin g a public effort to d evelop the 
Sn ake River of Id aho where it run s through 
Hell’s Can yon an d could have been on e of 
the n ation ’s most ben eficial multipurpose 
programs, bore most heavily on Secretary 
Douglas McKay, especially after Hell’s can ­ 
yon rights had been con veyed to the Id aho 
Power Compan y for electrical prod uction 
on ly. McKay resign ed an d later was roun d ­ 
ly d efeated by Oregon voters when he at­ 
tempted to get back in to Washin gton as 
their sen ator. 
Now, some eight years later the question 
comes up. Did Al Saren a actually get the 
lan d for min in g purposes? 
Sen ator Morse of Oregon supplies an an ­ 
swer. Min in g the tract has n ot been empha- 
.sized , he says. .Accord in g to him .Al Saren a 
cut 2 million board feet of lumber from it 
of the value of $110,000. Then it sold its 
claim to an Oregon logger who has sin ce cut 
an ad d ition al 4*2 million board feet of lum­ 
ber. 


The Other Fellows Collapse 


•An y n ews of d isagreemen t within the com­ 
mun ist orbit is welcomed on our sid e of the 
world with relief an d hoiic. Perhaps the 
commun ist movemen t is flyin g apart an d 
in its d isin tegration will go all of our fears 
an d cares. 
It is a thin g to hope for, but n ot to coun t 
on . It is a thin g that in vites d etachmen t 
an d n egativism which in n owise provid e the 
security on e must expect from fiositivism 
with accen t on our own savin g d eed s an d 
d iligen t d ed ication to free d emocratic prin ­ 
ciples. 
There is n ot much hope in the curren t d is­ 
agreemen t between Chin ese commun ism 
an d Khrushchev’s Russian variety. The Chi­ 
n ese wish to employ extreme war while 
Russia curren tly seeks to co-exist, the Chi­ 
n ese welcome an all-aroun d bombin g be­ 
cause it, as yet, has little to lose except 
people an d , therefore, con ceivably could be 
the ultimate win n er. Russia would n ot min d 
bombin g its ad versaries but feels that bein g 


bombed in return would be d own right ca­ 
lamitous. But both agree the rest of the 
world must be d on e in . What we have here is 
n ot a symptom of commun ist collapse, but 
rather an argumen t between two d ed icated 
assassin s over which would be the prefer­ 
able method of d isposin g of the victim. It 
is about the same as two can n ibals havin g 
a row over a mission ary. On e wishes to eat 
him raw. The other wan ts him boiled with 
season in g. Such d oesn ’t offer much comfort 
to the mission ary. 
Some d ay perhaps commun ism will fly 
apart, but d isin tegration could happen here, 
too, an d its symptoms should be closely re­ 
gard ed . When citizen s of a coun try begin 
to collect in to cyn ical or in toleran t groups, 
puttin g the bar sin ister again st an y shad ­ 
in g of color or race or faith, preferrin g 
such over the common requiremen ts of 
citizen ship an d n ation al un ity, then there is 
a symptom which n eed s treatmen t.

Nebraska 
commission er of ed ucation 
has been in operation for 
seven years. The office is in 
charge of Dr. Freeman Deck­ 
er who serves un d er the d i­ 
rection of the State Board 
of Ed ucation mad e up of five 
elected members. It is almost 
exactly like the school sys­ 
tems in the various school 
d istricts of the state except 
that it is on the state level. 
It is n o exaggeration to 
say that the schools of Ne­ 
braska 
have 
mad e 
more 
progress 
d urin g 
this 
last 
seven -year period than d ur­ 
in g an y other equal period 
in the history of the state. 
The n umber of school d is­ 
tricts has been red uced from 
5,924 to approximately 3,600. 
This con solid ation of schools 
has red uced the cost of ed u­ 
cation 
per 
pupil 
an d 
in ­ 
creased 
the 
efficien cy 
of 
classroom work in practical­ 
ly all of the schools affected . 
But this vigorous school 
con solid ation 
program 
has 
met with stubborn resistan ce 
in man y rural commun ities. 
Whole coun ties, in fact, are 
resistin g the move toward 
con solid ation an d prefer to 
remain on a basis of 50 years 
ago. This rural sen timen t is 


so powerful that it has pe­ 
tition ed for repeal of the n ew 
commission er system of ed u­ 
cation . This repeal proposal 
w ill be on the November elec­ 
tion ballots. Everyon e who 
kn ows an ythin g about ed u­ 
cation in Nebraska will prob­ 
ably agree that it is the 
most 
importan t 
ed ucation 
measure that people have 
ever been called upon to 
con sid er. An d it is by n o 
mean s a on e-sid ed battle an d 
the outcome is far from cer­ 
tain . The State School Board s 
Association is makin g a vig­ 
orous campaign for the com­ 
mission er s y s t e m .

slate. Perhaps half the school 
board s of the slate are in 
rebellion again st the presen t

Un less the citizen s in terest­ 
ed in better ed ucation make 
a vigorous effort to vote 
d own this repeal proposal, 
we shall go back to the old 
an d in efficien t system of an 
elected state superin ten d en t.

Rome 
— In a world of clashing ideologies, reli­ 
gious strife and race hatred, the athletes of 87 countries 
Sunday marched and sang together in complete interna­ 
tional harmony. 
The scene was the closing of the 17th Olympic Games, 
which for brilliance of spectacle, was more colorful than 
an explosion in a paint factory. 
But far mo re impressiv e than co lo r and spectacle was 
this nnique and happy mingling o f peo ple. 
Gathered together on the grass of the Olympic Stadium, 
were white, black , brown and yellow men . . . Jews, Cath­ 
olics, Protestants and the worshippers of Shinto, Buiidhism 
and Islam . . . 
Yet all was peace and close harmony. 
No one used the occasion to denounce someone. 
Nobody threatened anyone. 
Instead, there was mass-handshak ing and smiles, great 
exchanging of addresses and glad shouts of: 
“Let’s hope we meet in Tok yo.” 
Japan plays host to the 1964 games. 
The clo sing ceremo ny began with a quick parade o f 
the flags o f the 87 co untries who had athletes at the Ro me 
games. All o f the flags were cheered. 


When the parade was over the athletes lined up on the 
field. 
The Greek national anthem was played and those who 
k new it sang it. 
The Italian flag was next hoisted and everyone seemed 
to be singing. 
This was followed 
by the raising of the Japanese flag 
and the playing of its anthem which none—including a few 
Japanese seemed to k now, 
America’s Av ery Brundage, president o f the Interna­ 
tio nal Oly mpic Co mmittee, made a sho rt and mo v ing fare­ 
well speech. 
Then trumpeters sounded a fanfare. 
The Olympic flame was extinguished.

A choir—and many athletes—sang “The Hymn To The

The rush 
to metropolitan 
areas has* been worldwide, 
the o rg anizatio n said — po int­ 
ing to the fact that 61 of 
the 
world's 
cities no w hav e a

mo re 
residents, 
co mpared to o nly 10 in 1900. 
It said the tendency could 
be an unfortunate one for the 
poorer countries. 
The report, issued by the 
non-profit Population Refer­ 
ence Bureau, Inc., said a con­ 
tinuation of the trend would 
put 90% of the U.S. popula­ 
tion in cities of 20,000 or more 
people by the y ear 2050. 
At present, the report said, 
one out of 10 Americans lives 
in one of the nation’s 5 big­ 
gest cities — New York . Chi­ 
cago, l4)s Angeles, Philadel­ 
phia and Detroit. 
These metro po litan g iants 
hav e mo re than do ubled In 
size since the turn o f the 
century , g ro wing fro m a co m­ 
bined po pulatio n o f 7.6 millio n 
in 1900 to a 1960 fig ure o f 17.3 
millio n.
